TUCSON, Ariz.—Civilization is 
infilterating the almost impassa- 
ble frontier of Mexico’s Seri: In- 
dians, frequently called the most 
barbaric, bloodthirsty and primi- 
tive tribe in North America. 

Much of the fear of these little- 
‘known people, who have tech- 
nically been at war with Mexico 
for 400 years, is being dispelled by 
William Neil Smith, 27, University 
of Arizona stu- 
dent in anthro- ™ 
pology, who is . 
now making his 
fourth trip to 
the Seris in 
two years. 

Contrary to 
general belief, 
Smith says the 
Seris have no

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Russia’s rejection of the Mar- 
shall program for European eco- 
nomic rehabilitation is good news 
for western democracy. 

It is good because it removes a 
terrible handicap of uncertainty 
which has been impeding world 
peace and recovery. 

Now please don’t misunderstand. 
The ideai for which all people of 
good-will have labored would be 
unity of purpose among the na- 
tions, and. especially among the 
major powers upon whom rests 
the main responsibility for global 
welfare. There could be no greater 
boon to humanity than that. 

However, with each passing day 
since the end of the war it has be- 
come increasingly clear that the 
way of totalitarian communism 
was not that of western democracy. 

Moreover western suspicions that 
the Soviet Union was bent on com- 
munizing the world have grown 
as Mascow has brought nation aft- 
er nation in Europe and Asia with- 
in its zone of domination by coups 
which have evoked vigorous: pro- 
tests from Washington ms Lon- 
don. 


For a considerable ‘time it. has. 


been obvious to informed observers 
that there must be a tabling of 
cards among the. major powers. 
Secretary of State Marshall's eco- 
nomic proposal has forced the 
showdown. 

The western allies tabled their 
cards when that altruistic proposal 
was made, and was agreed to by 
Britain and France. Then the An- 
glo-French pair extended an invi- 
{tation to Russia to join, thus 
leaving Moscow the choice of three 
courses to pursue. 

1. To accept and go all-out in 
jan effort to make the program 
work, thereby encouraging belief 
ri after all communism and oth- 


er isms could collaborate. 

2. To join with tongue in cheek 
and then try to scuttle the ship. 

3. To reject cooperation, thereby 
widening the breach between east 
and west. 

The Soviet Union has chosen the 
third. course. Foreign Minister 
Molotov in turning down the pro- 
posal declared that it “would lead 
to interference in the internal af- 
fairs of European countries.” . 

Moscow previously had charged 
that the United States was using 
this plan as a subterfuge for cx- 
tending its own influence in Eu- 
rope—an accusation which Mar- 
shall has branded as “fantastic” 
and ‘‘malicious.”

Terry’s last job as a general 
manager was with the Giants 
but he resigned five years ago 
and began a series of enter- 
prises ranging from cotton rais- 
ing to ranching. 

Recently the old “lone wolf” 
of the majors was mentioned as 
a@ posible manager of several 
big league clubs and was even 
associated with a group report- 
edly formed to buy the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA TACKLES 
PROBLEM OF HOT SUPERSONIC PLANES

BERKELEY, #-—-The problem of 
sizzling hot supersonic planes is 
being tackled by University of Cali- 
fornia researchers. 

The outside surface of a plane 
traveling 600 miles an hour at low 
level is about 120 degrees fahren- 
heit.
